King’s Own 
Scottish Borderers, was re- 
examined . by Major Armitage, 
yroseeuting officer, wilh re- 
gard to a statement which 
he made in answer to a question 
to the effect whether he did at any 
time say to the accused that he 
(witness) had seen a certain officer 
whuse name was written ona 

- paper, and. whom he iwitness) be- 
lieved would be President at ‘the 
Court Martial, and that it would. be 
the ‘best thing for accused to do 
was to plead guilly and that in 
doing so'he would only be repri- 
manded. 

Witness amplified this answer by 
reading out a long statement, which, 
after gomé. discussion, was allowed 
to be added to the list of exhibits.

THE NEW PLAN 


: London, Yesterday. 

The report of the Reparations 
Committee recommends that the 
plan start at the end of the present 
“Dawes” year, the Dawes pay- 
ments meanwhile to continue. 

The new plan includes 37 annui- 
ties of an average value of 
1,988 million Reichs marks. These 
annuities will: be variable, rising 
from 1,707 million Reichs marks in 
1930 to 2,428 million in 1965, after 
which they will gradually decline. 

The first 87 years will cover Re- 

parations and debts to America 
and the last 21 years debts to 
America only. 
_ Britain’s average share of the 
first 37 years will be 409 million 
Reichs marke, and of the last 21 
years 360 millions. 

Deliveries in kind will continue 
for a decade, beginning with 750 
million Reichs marks, and diminish 
to 880 million, Britain’s share of 
this will range from 172 to 69 
millions. :

Secretary of State- for Foreign 
Affairs, interviewed regarding .the 
Government’s foreign policy, em- 
phasised that America held the 
key to the situation on many pro- 
blems affecting world peace: - The 
Government would do everything 
in its power to strengthen: British- 
American bonds and use every 
means and ‘take eyery opportunity 
available for persorial contact and 
consultation with representatives 
of the American Government. 

Referring to the League of Na- 
tions, Mr. 
both he and Mr. Ramsay Mae- 
Donald régarded relations with 
the League as one of the most 
essential features of their policy. 
They would approach the pro- 
blems not from the standpoint of 
national strategy but of \interna- 
tional co-operation, 

Trading With Russia 

Mr. Henderson, referring to Rus- 
sia, said that Labour policy in this 
connection was well known and will 
be put into operation with all ex- 
pedition though, of course, negotia- 
tion will be necessary to put diplo- 
matic and trading relations on a 
satisfactory basis which was essen- 
tial economically and for the sake 
of world peace. No dislike of the 
form. of Government existing in 
Russia ought to influence their de- 
sire for friendly working relations, 

Reparations 

Mr. Henderson declined to dis- 
cuss the Reparations Committee re- 
port untii the Government had 
time to study it and form opinions 
thereon. 

- He said that the Labour Party 
was also anxious for the withdraw- 
al of troops from German terri- 
tory as soon as possible but-it must: 


have to consider the best ways of 
achieving it. 

In al] these questions, as well as 
in those of disarmament and arbi- 
tration; the policy of the Labour 
Party would be the guiding factor 
in all Government's - negotiations 
and actions.—Reuter.

Position in Kowloon 

It is encouraging to learn that, 
thanks to the rain over the week- 
end, the position in Kowloon is 
not to-day as serious ‘ag was 
threatened last week. 

Tt is stated that heavy rain must 
have fallen in the. West River dis- 
trict, the river being in spate yes- 
terday, although considerably 
polluted and not fit in parts even 
to bathe in. \ 

It will be noted from the usual 
figures published to-day that the 
rainfa]l is still very far below the 
average, but it is estimated that 
a continual fall, sufficient to regis- 
ter, say, ten inches, might avert a 
greater crisis, even although it - 
would not justify the immediate 
abolition of the existing restric- 
tions. 

Heavy Storms Outside

Reuter’s cable adds that Gen- 
eral Chow Hsi-chen (Chow Sai- 
sing), has been dismissed by the

Those “Resignations” 
Canton, Saturday,

to a local telegraph office with the 
regulated fees, the message being 
addressed to Chiang Kai-shek at 
Nanking! commending his offer to 
resign.

Sender Unknown 

The coolie explained that he was 
entirely ignorant of the contents of 
the message and that he had simply 
earried it in order to earn a few 
coppers. The sendér of the mes- 
sage did not give the genuine ad- 
dress, it is said.

similar circumstances, a new tank has j 


lately been constructed, and in view of 
the demands made, im recent years by 
the shipping industry and the econd- 
nics and improvements effected as the" 
result-of tank tests, it is perhaps not 
unreasonable to hope that the shipping 
industry in this country may decide to 
provide the necessary funds for 
second tank adapted’ for work at higher 
speeds. 

At an earlier date the tests made re- 
lated mainly to the improvement in. 
hull form. The tank is now fully 
equipped for propeller tests, and in 
nearly all cases the model for test is 
fitted with motor and propeller, and the 
ship resistance determined under work- 
ing conditions with the propeller, run- 
ning. Tests in waves are made, and 
the manawuvring power can’ be investi- 
gated. , 

The ‘ research’ on the influence of 
waves on the propulsion.and pitching 
of ships has beén continued during the 
past year. THe work has, shown that 
an appreciable proportion of the energy 
lo 
decreased propeller efficiency, and’ this | 
aspect of the problem las been special- 
ly studied.. The committee have to 
thank. the Cunard Steam Ship Com- 
pany, Lid, for the help afforded by” 
them in connection with this research 
by giving facilities to three members : 
of the staff to make obsefvations and 
measurements on the “Mauretania” and ! 
the “Berengaria” whilst crossing the 
Atlantic, {o obtain confirmation of the 
conclusions reached in the tank experi- 
ments, 

Air Resistance 

At the request of the Tank Advisory 
Committee an investigation has been 
commenced to determine the air resist- 
ance of the ship and superstructure. 
The tests for air resistance will be 
made in winter with a submerged 
model, the results for air being de- 
duced by ‘taking account of the differ- 
ences in density and kinematic vis- 
cosity.. It is proposed to measure the 
air resistance of three main types of 
hull—namely, for cargo, intermediate 
and passenger steamers. 

In connection with propeller re- 
search, work has been done on the effect 
of varying the immersion. The. effect 
on the propulsive efficiency and revolu- 
tions of a single screw, due to a middle- 
line fin in front of the rudder post, 
was tried. As a result of the tests 


| this fitting has now been adopted. on 


several ships, and their trials appear to 
bear out the tank results, An investi- | 
gation ‘has also been in progress for 
twin screws, into the relative advan- 
tages of inward and outward turning 
screws, and into the effect of fullness 
of form on the maneuvering’ power 
of a twin-screw ship with an umbal- 
anced rudder. ~ . 

The experiments for the comparison 
of resistance measurement in air and 
water are being continued. The re- 
sults .of such a comparison for pro- 
pellers were published in the spring. | 
Further work is proposed to elucidate 
differences found between the air and 
water resistance of airship forms. 

Wake and Friction 
comparison is tming 
of wake and friction results 
for ship and model. The mathe- 
matical calculations of wave re- 
sistance for certain three-dimensional 
forms and comparison with tank tests 
have been continued, and are yielding 
results of much interest. 

The trials of a’ number of vessels 
have been attended during the year by 
members of the tank staff, and interest- 
ing comparisons have been ohtained be- 
tween tank and full-scale results relat- 
ing to special features in the design or 
to propeller efficiency. 

The Tank Advisory Committee have 
again expressed their appreciation of 
the efficiency with which the work of 
the tank is conducted onder Mr. Baker, 
and the successful results achieved.

AN EXCELLENT MARINE 
ACCOUNT REPORTED . 


ANNUAL. MEETING 


The 53rd annual meeting of ‘the 
shareholders in the Sea Insurance Co., 
Ltd., was held “at the offices of the 
company, Exchange-buildings, Liyer- 
pool. . 

The ‘report and accounts having 
been taken as read, ee : 

The Chairman said:—I have to re- 
port with regret that sinve we last 
timet we haye lost by death Mr. 
Owen Jones, who was secretary of the 
eompany for five years and altogether 
served us faithfully for over thirty- 
two years. His duties have been under- 
taken by the sub-manager, Mr. William 
Barlow, who has been appointed act- 
ing secretary. I have pleasure in 
‘announcing that Mr, R. Hugh Roberts, 
fJ.P., has joined Viscount Feilding on 
our Birmingham:board. Mr. G. D. 
Meadowcroft has been appointed’ acci- 
dent manager to the company. 

.In dealing with the year’s operations, 
we always start our review with our 
senior section—the marine depart- 
ment. Marine underwriting in- 1928 
was notable for total losses of first- 
class passenger and cargo liners, and 
we have suffered considerably in this 
respect. There has been no improve- 
ment of any material kind in cargo 
rates, but there has been a steady in- 
erease in the rates for the -hulls of 
steamers. Notwithstanding these in- 
creases our figures, after a very ¢care- 
ful investigation, show that the hull 
business is stil] running at a loss. 
Large liner fleets, which have gone 
well in the past, are now rated at pre- 
miums which cannot leave enough 
margin to pay for the inevitable total 
loss. On tramp and coasting steamers 
; the loss has been particularly heavy. 

In our opinion the remedy to bring 
about a return to profitable conditions 
in the marine insurance. market lies not 
so much in tariff regulations as in the 
appointment of underwriters who have 
had the necessary adequate training in 
the hard, school of experience, and by 
their refusal of very risk which is put 
forward, “at a rate which offers no 
margin of profit. 

Hull Business 

Fortunately a very large proportion 
of our business to-day is cargo, and 
we have not suffered as others have 
done by the deplorable hull. results, 
although, owing to our important posi- 
tion in.the marine insurance market, 
we have had to take a certain amount 
of hull business; I-can tell you quite 


been much better if we had not felt it 


The 1927 marine account has been 
closed by the transfer to underwrit- 
ing suspense account of £53,000, and 
the net result is a profit of £92,146, or 
over 6% per cent. on the premium in- 
come of £483,716. This, I hope, you 
will regard as satisfactory. 

We consider that’ our underwriting 
be congratulated 
upon it. At:the same time we should 
our thanks to our London 
agents, .Messrs. Willis, Faber and 
Dumas, Ltd., for the careful way in 
which they have managed our affairs, 
to .be the most 
difficult market in the world. Our 
American business in the hands of 
Messrs. Chubb and Son has again pro- 
duced good results; and the underwrit- 
ing ability responsible for it well de- 
ation and gratitude.

and expense ratios combined: eome to 
over 50 per cent. of the premium in- 
come. ‘This is one of the inevitable 
troubles to be faced in building up a 
néw department, but the position 
should gradually right’ itself, as the 
business develops, just as it has done in 
the fire department. We-have trans- 
ferred £20,000 from profit and loss 
account to the’ accident account, and 
the reserve now stands at 50 per cent 
This transfer is necessary to build up 
the reserve in the accident account to 
a‘ reasonable petcentage of premium 
income.

“MURRAY RIVER 


HOW THE REGULATION 
ARE DEVELOPING 


WORKS 


Works for the reguiation. 6f the 
Murray River have shown steady de-’ 
velopment ‘during the past eight years 
or isve, . The +o xinal estimate -for 
this work was £2,288,100, but this has 
sinee proved to have been inadequate 
for the plans ultimately decided upon. 
Unexpected expenses have gain re- 
cently sunervened in the ea rying out 
of this work, as the estimated - total 
cast _of construction, as adopted by 
the River-Murray Commission in 1927, 
was £4,563,100,° but this figure has 
been subjected to a revision, which 
brings it to £5,872,637. Explanations 
of this last increase, were set. farth in 
the annual report of the Commission,

presented to. the Legislative Assembly 
in October last, and it’ was upon the 
suggestion of this Commission, who 
did not feel themselves justified in ap- 
proving this extra expense without 
first consulting the Governments of 
the contracting States, that it was de- 
cided to appoint a committee to inquire 
into the whole situation, and to report 
as to whether the work was being car- 
ried out ceonomieally and efficiently. 
As is known, three Separate States are 
invdived in the scheme, as, after rising 
in Victoria, the Murray forms the State 
boundary between that State and New 
South Wales, while its lower reaches 
and mouth are in South Australia, 
The Hume Reservoir js situated on 
that portion of the river which forms 
the inter-State boundary, thus the Gov- 
ernments of Victoria and New South 
Wales are jointly responsible for its 
construction. The principal reasons 
given by the former State for the in- 
crease over the previous estimate, 
were that quantities and unit costs of 
items had risen in connection 
with the diversion of _oxist- 
ing railways, the building and 
maintenance of the township 
and works buildings, ete. According 
to the New-- South Wales authorities, 
the earlier estimates had been prepared 
before precise information was avail. 
able as to the nature and depth of the 
foundations, and before the designs of 
certain sections of the work had been 
completed, notably that of the energy 
dissipator, for which nearly 10,000 ad- 
ditional cubie yards of concrete were 
required; while it owas stated that the 
redesigning of thé floodgates resulted 
in increased length and width of the 
bridge and roadway. Lastly, no allow- 
ance was made for trash racks, the 
cost of which was later estimated at 
£14,175.—"Engineering.”

The - detec- 
tive, when accused ‘had | come 
abreast of ‘him, informed him that 
he was a detective and would like 
to yearch him, As he stepped for- 
ward to do so, the accused threw to 
the ground something which the 
detective did not distinguish. Bor- 
rowing a lamp from a hawker, the 
detective found a small jar contain- 
ing opium. Phe 

The accused informed him that 
he was a detective in Canton, and 
asked to be “excused.” This re- 
quest was.not complied with, and he 
was arrested. : 

. “Many Blows” 

Accused denied the charge. He 
said that he was with another man, 
when the local ‘detective came up 
and gearched him.” Then-- the lat- 
ter suddenly attacked him and 
hit him many blows. 

Inspector James, who - was in 
charge of the case; said that when 
accused was taken to.the Police Sta+ 
tion he made the same allegation 
but .the -Inspector in charge 
exumined his body carefully and 
could not find any wound or mark 
whatsoever, 

Accused then called a witness 
who said that he was an agent 
of the Standard Oil Co., and he 
carried on business upcountry. 
He corroborated the statements of 
accused. 

Inspector’s Theory 

In reply to the- Magistrate, In- 
spector James said that he was" 
almost certain that accused and 
his friend were in league or had 
something to.do with the Canton 
Police and others who were res- 
ponsible for a great deal of smug- 
gling of opium. He said that the 
detectives and a few shopkeepers 
made it their business to smuggle 
the contraband into Hong Kong. 

His Worship remarked: that ac- 
cused vertainly had a great num- 
ber of witnesses at his command. 

A fine of $200 was imposed.

Taikam Island is about 40 
miles south-west of Hong Kong 
where a number of fine buildings 
have been recently erected com- 
prising a hospital, a chapel] and 
administr. ion building, and 
separate living quarters for men 
and women. Activities are now 
in progress for the further accom- 
modation and treatment of lepers 
from the mainland of whem there 
are now over a hundred ‘in resi- 
dence. ae

ASTUTE PAWNBROKER 


Mysterious thefts that occurred | 


within the lust four or five days, 
have been brought to light. In ‘one 
of the two cases heard: in this con- 
nection at the Kowloon Magistracy 
on Saturday, the arrest was due in 
the main to a pawnbroker, He sus- 
pected a Chinese ‘lad, who was en- 
deavouring to get rid of an electric 
fan, of theft, and accordingly tele- 
phoned to the Police. to. that effect. 

The Police arrested the boy, and 
the lattér subsequently made his ap- 
pearance before Mr. T. §.. Whyte- 
Smith.. He was charged with: the 
theft of the electric fan, the pro- 
perty of the Club de Recreio, and 
alao with the theft of two pairs: of 
tennis shoes and a cloek, which 
were removed from the Craigen- 
vower Cricket Club, Happy Valley. 
Alternative charges of receiving the 
above property of the two Clubs 
were also lodged. 

Accused admitted the thefts. 

Det.-Sergt, Fitches said that on 
June 4, accused broke into the 
C.C.C. by climbing through the 
skylight of a window, whence he 
forced a lock, and thus gained en- 
trance into a room where the clock 
and the two pairs of tennis shoes 
were kept. It was in the early 
hours of the morning that the theft 
occurred. . 

The very next day, the accused 
visited “the Club de Recreio. He 
followed the same procedure in 
effecting an entrance and stole an

by the Police to the Club later in 
the morning ‘revealed finger prints 
of accused on a window ledge. 

Accused went to a pawnshop in 
Yaumati where he endeavoured to 
pawn the fan. But the pawnbroker, 
his suspicions aroused, pretended to 
take down accused’s name and the 
price he asked for the fan, whilst 
he sent an employee, to telephone 
the Police Station. The Police 
arrived at the shop a few minutes 
later and arrested aceused. _ 

Accused, when in custody, in- 
formed’ the Police that he had pawn- 
ed.the clock, valued at $42, to a 
pawnbroker in Wanchai for only $2 
and a few cents,.and, acting on this 
information, the property was re- 
covered without. much trouble. 
From a marine hawker, the two 
pairs of tennis shoes’ were’ also 
regained. 

All the pawnbrokers with which 
accused had come into contact dur- 
ing the last few days, appeared in 
Court. 

His’ Worship, addressing the 
broker who had given only. $2 for 
the large clock, said that it was 
rather lucky for him that he was 
not charged with receiving stolen 
property, The broker said that he 
had given $2 because accused had 
named that amount. 

In regard .to.. 
broker who was instrumen- 
tal in effecting the arrest 
of. accused, his Worship commend- 
ed ‘him: on his good work, and also 
remarked that accused might de- 
velop into a hardened criminal. 

He sentenced accused to six 
months’ imprisonment on the charge 
of theft from the C.C.C., and an- 
other six months for the theft of 
the fan, the sentences to run 
consecutively.

JAIL FOR ALL THREE 


The trial of Douglas Gifford 
and two Chinese, who are alleg- 
ed to have conspired to obtain 
money from a married woman and 
also to have intimidated her into 
giving them money, was conclud- 
ed before Mr, T. S. Whyte-Smith 
at the Kowloon Magistracy on} 
Saturday. 3 

Gifford was sentenced to three 
months’ imprisonment, and a fur- 
ther two months, when the pro- 
secution reveiled that: “accused 
had a few months ago’ signed a 
personal bond of $250 to be of 
good behaviour for six months. 

A Broken Bond 

Det-Sergt. Fliches informed the 
Court ‘that Gifford was unable to 
pay the bond, and also that his 
mother refused to do so for him. 
Thus, in consideration of the fact 
that Gifford had broken the bond, 
he has in. all. to serve five months’ | 
in jail. , 

His Worship said that Gifford 
had been convicted on the first 
charge—that of conspiracy to ob- 


tain money by false pretences. |. 


He regarded Gifford as the worse 
of the three. accused, as he was an 
educated man. Recalling the axiom 
about “honow among thieves.” 
His Worship remarked that to 
all appearances Gifford lacked 
that honodr. In evidence, it had 
been stated that Gifford, when he 
saw the other accused wete ar- 
rested, went up to them and 
pointed them out as the offend- 
ers, 

With regard to the second ac- 
cused, His Worship said that he 
appeared.to have been the person, 
who had taken an exceedingly ac- 
tive part in the fraud, ‘and ac- 
cordingly sentenced him to two 
months’ imprisonment. 

A Form of Blackmail 

Third accused, His Worship 
said, seemed to have put in some 
honest work, and if it were not 
for the fact that he had attempt- 
ed to oxtract from complainant 
some money, he would not have 
had a case to answer, and he (His 
Worship) would not have held 
that he had conspired. As it was 
however, he should have known 
that the two other accused~ were 
not representatives of the China 
Light & Power Co. His know- 


‘ledge of electricity, should have 


shown him that complainant had 
not stolen any electricity as was 
alleged. Therefore, it was very 
evident that he did have a’ part 
in the fraud, which was a form 
of blackmail. His Worship said 
that he regarded blackmail as a 
very horrible thing. Third accused 
was sentenced to a. month’s impri- 
sonment,

JUDGE AND BIGAMY 


LESSER CRIME FOR WOMEN 
THAN MEN

\be no difference in criminality be- 
tween man and woman in bigamy 
cases,” said Mr. Justice Shearman, 
at Liverpool] Assizes recently, in 
sentencing Ethel Taylor, aged 31, a
